In the second month the 
number dropped to two—and in the 
third. they were entirely eliminated. 

Eight’ other cases showed big im- 
provements. the least successful case 
being where a patient's fits were only 
reduced from 13 to seven a month.

Husband’s Suicide Month 
After Marriage 


JUMPED FROM BUILDING 


A young woman who was a bride 
and widow within nbout two months 
was the ‘principal witness at the 
Kowloon Magistracy yesterday wacn 
nn Inquiry into the death of her hus- 
bund, Wong Hiu-man, 30, who nad 
npparently committed’ sulcide by 
jumping from the top floor of n house 
in Portland Street on July 206, was 
held. | 

Mr. Q. A. A. Macfadyen sat as 
Coroner, assisted by a Jury compris- 
ing Messrs. U. Azzollnl (Foreman), 
Lau Fook-ki and Ip Ping-iu. Inspec- 
tor A. Wright was present for ine 
Police. 

Dr. H. H. Tas, of Kowloon Public 
Mortuary, sald he performed n_ post 
mortem examination on the body of 
Wong on July 27. Externally, he 
found the body fairly well develop- 
ed, The head wax out of shape, and 
there were bruises ond abrasions all 
over the body. Internally, the skull 
was fractured into many samill 
pieces, and the coverings of the 
brain were Incerated, = There were 
four fractured ribs in the back, and 
‘the. pelyis_ wos fractured. The_cause 
of death was multiple injuries. The 
injuries were consistent with a fall 
from a height. 

Chan Wal-fony, widow, said she 
had been married for over n month, 
and Hved in the rear cubicle of the 
top floor of 57 Portland Street, You- 
mati, She had gone to bed about 
11 pm. on July 25, awoke about 5 
om. the next day, and had gone 
into the kitchen. Her husband was 
awake in bed. While In the kitchen, 
she heard a thud which sounded as 
if something had fallen down In ner 
cubicle, On hurrying back to her 
cubicle, she saw the window wide 
epen, and her husband missing, .As 
she could not see anything by lool- 
Ing out of the window, she went 
downstaits with some of the otaer 

und on going to the dane at 
the k of the court-yard, found her 
husband on the xround. 

Questlaned by Mr. Macfadyen, w.t- 
ness said she could give no senso 
why. her hus d should commit sul- 
vide, she knew, there 
were no al or family troubles. 
There were no signs of diserde in 
the cubicle. 


In reply to a question by the Jury, 
witness siid she bad fenown dece 
ed about six years before they Ww 
married. 

Chan Ho, 38, married woman who 
lived on the ground floor of 57, 
Portland Street, said she was wash- 
ing her face in the yard of the house 
nbout 5 a.m, when she was sudden 
ly knocked down to the ground and 
became unconscious.

ARCHITECT DELIVERS ADDRESS AT 
ROTARY CLUB TIFFIN. 


CRITICISMS. AND SUGGESTIONS 


Many criticiams and suggestions were offered by Mr. C. E. 
Moore, B. ARCH, ATL0.A., when he apoke yesterday on “Civic 
Designa and Town Planning” at the weekly tiffin of the Rotary 


Club. 


Mr, Moore sald that Jack of proper regulation of the uses 
and bulks of buildings had resulted among other things, in 
serlous traffic congestion In many arenas. For instance, In 
Kowloon, buildings originally erected for domestic use were now 
converted into knitting factories, and In Hongkong domestic

1 hope Gentlemen, you will not 
approach this subject with a biassed 
mind or be lke the lady who sald, 
I am not prejudiced at all I am 
solng with a perfectly open and un- 
Diassed mind to listen to what I am 
perfectly convinced Js utter rubbish. 
(Laughter), 

It is not my intention to enter into 
any abstruse academic discussion on 
town planning. Firstly I will try and 
tell you what is meant by town 
planning, and, secondly, why it js 
necessary at all. 

What Is Town Planning 

City und town planning is an art 
and selence concerned with guiding 
the physical growth 
ment of a town to obtain the maxt- 
mum results both economically and 
socially. + 

The defect of most citics is not 
the lack of town planning, but usual- 
ly the piecemeal why it has been 
done by the estate developers jn their 
private interests, without considera- 
tion of the community as a whole. 

The objects of town planning are 
twofold:— 

(i) Easy access from one part of 
the town to the other. 7 

(2) The control of types of 
buildings so as to give the maximum 
in order, health and ~eficiency in 
development. 

To achleve health a community 
must have a satisfactory (0) Water 
supply (b) drainage und sewage dis- 
posal, (¢) plenty of Hight and alr in 
the work. places and homes of the 


people (d) open spaces for recreation, | 


No two towns or cities are alike, 
What may be ideal for Kowloon 
would be out of place In Hongkong, 
because Kowloon is developing as a 
factory, us well as residental area 
whereas Hongkong remains residental 
and shopping. as 

This Is course may in turn be 
reversed and whatever town plan 
which is approved to-day must be 
flexible, as during the course of time 
many external influences may operate 
before a particular propesal can be 
enrried out and the original as a 
plan become almost uscless. 


Overbuilding and Traffle Congestion 
_Lack of proper regulation of the 
uses and bulks of bulidings has re-

areas, For instance in Kowloon

Land overcrowded with bulldings 
js the worst evil of our cities to-day 
as It makes {t exceptionally hard, for 
one thing, to contro] from a public 
health point of view, 

‘To a large extent overbuilding and 
traffic congestion have been the re- 
sult of failure to regulate and onti- 
cipnte economic requirements and 
civic activities. ; 

Much has been said “about the 
evils of the land and property 
speculator, but there is nothing 
wrong, so long as there is equal 
chance of loss to the speculator and 
gain to the community, But when 
the name of the Jand speculator comes 
to our mind he !s clussed in the same 
category as the jerry builder. 


Problem of Waterfronts . 

There is too much: profit taking, 
without taking into consideration the 
good of the community. Not a lock 
of Interest by. the Investor, but too 
much interest and too little prin- 
cipal. 

Waterfronts, as the front door to 
towns and citles, can be used in 
many ways to beautify; but when 
they comprise for the most pert, as 
they do. in Hongkong, of masses o 
commercial buildings of that style 
of drchitecture so prevalent in Hong- 
kong called “cormpradorle,” extensive 
ureas become bilghted. No city tan 


have a high standard of ‘civic art}. 
that has. defective. housing conditions 


on an extensive scale. 
When Rev. Higgs had the courage 
to address you on the self-same toplc, 


he nlluded to certain street namics. 


and there was one example he quot- 
ed with which I agree. 


Battery Path is rather a stupid 
name for one of the main avenucs 
to the Peak. I would suggest that 
Petticoat Lane is a much more suit- 
ahle name.

A Post-War Fashion 


Before the war, in 1914, the woru 
tewn planning was hardly ever heard. 
I don’t know whether {t was an idea 
to make the world fit for heroes to 
Jive in or not, but the name became 
{nshionuble after the war, Some of 
us ask the question why really was 
it necded at all and this, te my 
mind, is the answer. 

The ancient warld knew that the 
public needed cireuscs 28 well as 
bread, beauty as well as food, and, 
policy apart, its rulers for their own 
glory and satizfactlon expended an 
important proportion of the nation’s 
seanith on works of art and magni- 

{ buildings, open spaces and gare 
UL These _policles, habits ont 
traditions were rot confined ~to the 
Greek and Roman world. Thee be- 
van as early as mon, working wits 
Hare hands, has Ielt revords benind 
him, and they continued In changing; 
forms with varlous purposes from 
Stonehenge to Salisbury Cathedrel. 

‘The State’s Functlans 

In the 1Bth and carly 19th century 
certain of the nobility continued what 
had been the office of the state, with 
the church somewhat - in the back- 
ground. 

But there commenced, in the ninc- 
teenth century, and reached oat 
climax at. the beginning of , the 
present century, 92 new view 
of the functions of the state and 
society which still govern us to-day. 
was the utilitarian -and 
economic, one might almost say the 
financial idea as the sole respectable 
purpose of the community as a whole 
—the most dreadful heresy perhaps 
which ever gained the car of a 
civilised people —bread and nothing 
but bread, bnd bread accumulating 
at compound interest until you only 
have to look sround this Colony to 
find it literally turned into stone.

Names and Addresses 


The following announcement was 
made over ZBW last night by the 
Postmaster General, Mr. E. 1, Wynne- 

"Jt is well known to everybody 
that the recent registration of British 
male subjects resident in the Colony 
was instituted largely because the 
present state of tension throughout 
the world has naturally, and obvious-- 
ly, led Governments and Authorities 
generally to make preparations to 
mect any emergency that might arise; 
und It is the dusy of Governments 
and Authorities to come to the assist- 
unce of the public at large in various 
ways. i . 

“It is now desired to obtain as 
complete a register as possible of 
the names and addresses of all British 
born) women and children in. the 
Calony, fc, women and children born 
in any part of His Majesty’s Empire. 
Those whose husbands and fathers 
are members-of His Majesty's Forces 
in Hongkong, or members of the local 
Volunteer or Police Forces need not 
register, os their names are already 
known. ‘ 

“This registration is precautionary,” 
and docs not Indlcate the expectation 
of an immediate emergency. Every- 
one will, however, agree that the 
times are such thal every possible 
preparation should be made te mect 
every possible contingency. 

"Although Registration is entirely 
voluntary, Government ts confident 
that the co-operation of the public 
can be counted on in this, as in other 
ways. 

“The information should be sent, 
as soon 03 possible, ta the Postmaster 
General, G.P.O. Hongkong in un- 
stamped envelopes, marked at the | 
bottom, lefthand corner “Address 
Registration.” 

“Any future change of address or 
numbers should be similarly notified.

Starting os a publisher, he became friendly with unknown 
artists, and about 1890 ho was trying to scll Renoirs, which are 
now worth thousands of pounds, for 300 and 400 france—and find- 
ing no buyers. 

LIKE A MISER 


Vollard held on to his “finds” like a miser, and the 23 rooms 
of his house were filled with crs nats of the three “giants" he 
discovered, us well as many other lesser-known painters whose 
works he sponsored.

Habeas Corpus Writ 


QUESTIONS 
ARGUED IN 
LONDON 


7 London, Aug. 22. 
Sir Walter Monckton and Mr. 
Geoffrey Bing. appeared. for «the 
applicants when the summons for the 
writ of habeas corpus respectinig the 
four Chinese in Tientsin came before 
Justice Cassels this morning. At the 
outset it was announced that the 
procecdings will be heard in open 
Court, 

The aMidavit of Lord Listowel, a3 
President of the China Campaign 
Committee, contended that the inten- 
tions to hand over the four men to the 
Japanese Government was wholly 
unlawful and unjustified.. The Bri- 
tish authoritics were not entitled 
under the Treaty of Tientsin to hand 
over the men to the Japanese Gov- 
ernment, though the men might be 
handed over to-the Chinese authori- 
tle: 

Slr Walter Monckton maintained 
that as there wns no properly con- 
stituted Chinese Republic In Tientsin, 
it would not be right to hang over 
the men to a usurper's Court. There 
would doubtless be a properly cun- 
stituted Chinese Court in Shanghai 
and a request was made .therefrom 
in the Jast few days for the men to 
te handed over to them. 

Counsel contended = there’ was 
nothing to show that the authorities 
in Tientsin inherited the treaty rights 
of the Chinese there, or that there 
was authority for the proposition that 
the British Government had jurls-~ 


-diction in-the matter, though it’ had 


no territorlal riyhts.—-Reuter,

“BRITISH prestige in the 
whole of Asin is at stake.” 

These were the words used 
by Mr, W. HL Donald, Australian 
adviser to Marshal Chiang: Kai-- 
shek, when he discussed the 
situation in China with a “Hong- 
kong Telegraph’ representative 
this morning.

Anti-British Bluff 


“The present massinit of troops 

. along the Hongkong border can have 
no purpose in the war against China, 
and jis all part of the anti-British 
bluff. If Britain takes a strong stand 

1 think that, far from fighting, the 
Japanese will seize upon it as an 
excuse to get out, telling their people, 
‘Now we are oppuscd by the British 
too. We can't fight .everybody’.” 

Mr, Donald contended that the 
time for British nection was long 
overduc, In retaliation for Japanese 
antl-British measures they should at 
Jeast prohibit Japanese ships trading 
in Britlsh ports, Instead the Japan- 
ese were being allowed to insult, 
strip, and even kill British subjects 
in front of Chinese, Indicating to the 
Chinese that they were more powcr- 
ful than the British. He thought 
Britain's temporising policy: short- 
sighted, 

“As far as Chinese are concerned,” 
he added, “the Melting will go on. 
The Japanese have made repeated 
offers to sccure peace. Their latest 
offer was that if the Chinese would 
stop fighting they would. withdraw 
thelr (roops. Marahal Chiang’s ons- 
wer was that if they would withdraw 
thelr troops China would stop fght~ 
ing. China will go on fighting to the 
last man. 


Japancso Forces Fail 


“The Japanese’ forces have failed 
signally, cspeciully with regard to 
Slan and Changsha. They told their 
Emperor in January that within six 
months they would take these two 
places and China would collapse, but 
the Chinese have defeated ajl their 
ciforts. :
